business on the #randest scule, if not exactly
Hmited in exter’s, are poor, worn, and dingy in

appearance, There you may frequently find
beneath &  low-browed front, uninviting,
gloomy, without « vestige of palat,
the offices of n housa employiong

huti®ireds of clerks, keeping busy perhaps thou-
say.ds of workmen, and exporting annually mil-
Pons of dollars wortl’ of goods. Here, on this
~wide of the oeean, we seom Lo enterlain diflerent
opinions in regard to the style, structure, and
appearance of our places of business. All.m:r
Jarge cilies contain sprelmens of stare architee-
tnre that would put to rhame the most preten-
tious ln Europe. Our men of business seem 10
have initinted a spirit of rivalry In this respect
—to eugage in & countost usto who ean buiid
the most palatial and extensive of stores—and
are lnvish of money I procuring marble fronts,
broad plute glass windows, and costly adoru-
nents. The disorepaney existiug biétween our
storeg and those ol the older people Aeross the
water is one thal cscapes no traveller's eye,

But the contest goes silll further. It is all
one sided s far is regarde Korope. The fact is
at once conceded that we fur surpass her In this
matter, aund we have no wouble n Imh tantia-
ting ounr claims to superiority. She readl y
ackpowledres that the New goes shead ol the
Old World in the 1earing of magnificent editices
devoled exclugively to the porposes ol trade,
Not coptent with this graceful surrender Lo us
a5 4 nalion, our men of business must needs Lry
to outyvie each other: and Bo<lon, New York,
Philadelphbia, Baltimore, and Ne# Orleans each
advauce clalms and arguments in their support—
to poseese the most gorgeons, costly, and ornate
of business structures, Modesty would {)L‘t‘hapn
compel us, s Philndelphians, to yleld the palm
of superiority to either of the cities named,
while yet we may think, and that honestly, too,
tbat our own city could justly bear it off, Were
a comparison to be made, we doubt not that

cven the Metropolis ot the Western World,
ar New York proudly styles hersell]
would bhave to recede in our favor,

and Broadway back dowu to Chesnut street, in
the number of guperb business structares they
relutively contain, Be it as it may, and grant.
frg that the victory is still uadecided, ths
Quaker Chiy makes no rest in eflorts to ontdo
toem sll; and within the past few mouths many
ot our firms have erected and opened stores tor
the curryine on of thelr business, which could
well mateh the best anywhere in this country,
and which, for beauty In design, grandeur ot
architecture, substantinl character, aud con-
venience of coustruction, compare with any in
the world. This growing tendency to five and
six storied bu'ldings, marble or grauite
fronts, and lofty rooms, may easily
be accounted for In the ‘case of
large manufacturers, where looms, engines,
saws, lathes, benches, nnd what uot, are re-

pired 1o countless numbers and diversity; bat
it may tax the Ingenuity of many to discover
renson why jewellers, woose business it secms
may be confined in the smallest comoass, should
follow hard in the fostateps of the others, and
run up structores almost sguares in extent, em-
bracing apurtments uvpon apartments, looe,
broad, and high, Buteoitis. Hardly has one
well knpown tirm on Cuesnut street opened with
2 glare of brilliancy a store which eeems to pre-
clude the possibility of a rival, before uunother
trm, cqually as well known and enorgetic, lays
the touundation, erects tho walls, marbles rhe
front, glusses the windows, and frescoes the
ceilings of another that, 14 may be, puts into the
shade the former,

For many months past the old firm of Balley
& Co,, jewellers, loug cstablished on Chesdut
sires', peitween Eighth aud Ninth, has been
pushing vigoronsly ahead the completion ol u
store st the sou'besst corner of Twellth and
Chesnut #treets, 1tis now Ginished, nod to-day
is opened to the wmblic. No expeunse has been
spured in its ﬁ“{:»e up, and its owners can
proudly boust that it it does not top ofl all other
wtores oveupied by parties enzaged lo & similar
business, it ut least stands rank sud rank with
the best.

Hising in magnificent proportiovs to  the
height of five storles, it covers the entire depth
of & lot reaching to sansom street, In width it
is 44 feet. Constructed in the main of brick, its
face glistens with the purest ol marble, Air,

light, and sately are cyerywhere throngh it.

Myrinde of windows open on the Twelith street
side, really £.0 many in number that the nurrow
sirips ot wall between them appsar barely capa-
bie of upholding the massive roof above,  Not a
single fire for warming parposes ia to be found
fn the building. The heating Is all doue by
means of the eteam-pipe arrangement—n vast
network of tubes ramifying the whole place. Toe
glructure {8 fire-proof from cellnr to enves; in
every detail the most gukrded precautions have
been isken to protect the wood work and com-
bustible portlons. So thorough have been other
sneasurcs of precaution, that an lucendury could

hardly find a place to apply bie match,

Thére are several entrances to the building,
the principal one, of course, being ou Chesnut
streét, This i8 troly majestic, receding hike a
vestibule, highly finlshed iun carved wood work
of black walnut, the edges of the plate glass in
the windows which faok its sides rimmed with
silver, its pavement pretty with cubleal blocks
of varigated marble, The entire floor of the
main store is lald with these sams cubical
blocks, From the flagstone without youn
immediately tread hard npon themarble within,

Once loside the place, the first thing which
§trikes the eye ig the peculiar manner (n which
the windows are construcied, anl the chaste,
simple, yet elegent character of their tinish,
Ot covrse the fore part of each window is on a
line with the front of the bullding, As the
main donrway recedes between them from this

ing either m the entrance or in the window
fteell, and looking eastward or westward, youn
gaze down & peripective, throngah a sort of
sorridor that appears without end,

The prioeiple I8 a well-understood one, but
hai never yet baen npplied in any of our stores,
The beauly of the lusion cannot be questioned,
Leaving the windows you proceed up the room,
With & general glance around your eye finally
reste upon the celling, snd resting there it turns
not away without admiration for the magniticsn i
fresco with which it is covered. The celebrutsn
Kwiser was the artist, and In this work he hus
surpaesed himself, Patterns without nomber,
color luid upon color, styles reclangolar and
arabesque, ®n  perfect tipted gonfusion.

The exercises wers opened by the reading of
the declaration, or lutrodaciion ol the servics,
by the Rev. T A. Fernley, who had chargo of
all Lthe arranvgements ol the oocaslon

This was followed by the hymn “I'ols Stone
1o Thee, O God, we Lay,” ele.  Rev, Dr, Patli-
00 remd the prayers,

The 1234 Paalm was read by ILev, T A, Fern-
ley, the perple, having all bean Ll'rru\'.-la.] witn
printed programmes, responded by rendiog
each allernate vorse, sounuding as the nolse of
many waters,

My, Fernley then stated that the oconsinn was
one ol very special lnterest, not only to the
Meth odist denomination, but to the whole
Chrlstlnu commnouity.

If
no charge is made, I promise to have nothiog to
do with politics.,” Justice—“Do you wmesn to
say that politics had suything to do with
your arrest ™ Allen—*'I don't eay anything at
all wbhout it, your Honor,” Justice—**'hen why
do you hint at it? Allen—*1 will promize
not to interfere ona way or the other, if 1am
allowed to go,” Oflicer Finn ‘hen made an afll-
davit apainst Allen, chuaging him with keepiug
a disorderly heuse, The magisirale required
him to give batl in $500 to answer balore the
Court of Special Sessions. Danlel Oreeden, of
No, 140 Worth street, entered into the requisite
bond, and Allen was released from custody, Mrs,
Allen aud all the girls, except Margaret Ware,
